The turn of the century charm and 
friendliness awaiting you at Bernardo Winery is 
only the beginning of an unforgettable 
journey into yesterday. 


Located on land that was originally 


a Spanish Grant, Bernardo Winery is one of the 


oldest continuously operating wineries in 
southern California. It is surrounded by acres of 
vineyards and olive trees, with some of the 
vines over 100 years old. 


Established in 1889, it was purchased by the 
Rizzo family in 1928. The winery managed to 
survive the prohibition era by selling 
“sacramental wine” and fresh grape juice, 
guaranteed to start fermenting 
before you got home. 


Ross Rizzo, master vintner, took over the 
ownership in 1962. Continuing his father’s 
traditional practices, Ross makes his 
wines in the old world style, 
producing big, full- 
bodied wines. 

The antique 
wine presses and 
many of the 
large redwood 
storage vats are 
over seventy-five 


years old. 


There are no 
formal tours but 
you are welcome 
to wander through 
the winery and vineyards 
at your leisure. 
You will find many items 
from a bygone era — old farm implements, 
machinery and winery equipment from 
the turn of the century. Most of the buildings 
now in use are part of the original winery.

From San Diego north on 163 and |-15, take the Rancho 
Bernardo Road turnoff east to Pomerado Road then north 
(left) on Pomerado Road to Paseo Del Verano. Turn right on 
Paseo Del Verano to winery (1% miles). 


From Coastal Cities east on 78, take I-15 south over Lake 
Hodges bridge to West Bernardo Drive-Pomerado Road 
exit. Take Pomerado Road east 1%4 miles to Paseo Del 
Verano Norte. Turn left on Paseo Del Verano Norte to 
winery (1% miles). 

From Escondido south on I-15 over Lake Hodges bridge 
to West Bernardo Drive-Pomerado Road exit. Take 
Pomerado Road east 1% miles to Paseo Del Verano 
Norte. Turn left to winery (1% miles).
